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Smith's chances as being better than 
McAdoo’s. For example, quotations 
read, Jet us say, two to one against 
Smith, and three to one against Me- 
Adoo. Some of this may be in good 
faith, but not all. 

If these were a true record of bets 
actually made, they would be entitled 
to real respect as indexes of relative 
strength, because any average of a 
considerable number of bets actually 
made reflects the focus of the most 
acute kind of information and judg- 
ment—information and judgment on 
which men are actually willing to 
risk their moneys Actual bets, like 
actual stock market quotations, arc 
the net result of the most thorough 
search for information and the most 
intelligent judgment. 

Don't Represent Actual Bets. 

The trurch is, of course, that some 
of these quotations do not, and caun- 
not, express either actual bets made 
er actual willingness to bet. If they 
did, a good many of us could become 
rich. These publications of betting 
odds, in order, presumably, to achieve 
an appearance of reality, frequently 
go all the way down the list and in- 
clude quotations on the most coa) 
black of the dark horses. 

The other day a citizen of Michigan 
found in these published quotations 
an apparent offer of $1,000 to $15,000 
on Ferris, of Michigan. Here was 
something the Michigan man knew 
about. Ferris, of Michigan, has no 
more chance than John Jones, of 
North Dakota. The Michigan man 
promptly assembled all the money he 
hands On and started 


to find that Ferris money. He dis- 


'vovered, of céurse, the unreality of 
,some of these pubiished quotations. 


Some of McAdoo’s friends, whose 
zeal is such that they would bet their 
money on him at almost any odds, 
have discovered: the same unreality. 
It is conceivable that some New York- 
ers are #0 wrapped up in Smith's 
fortunes that they are actually betting 
on him at two or three to 1. If they 
are, these befs are very distant from 
the judgment of observers whose in- 
formation is as complete as it can 
possibly be, and whose emotions and 
judgment are kept free from bias by 
the fact that all politicians look alike 
to them. 

Believe Smith Without Chance. 

The writer does not know a news- 
paper man from outside New York 
who believes that Smith can win. 
There are many—very many—who 
doubt if McAdoo can win, either. But 
those who think McAdoo has a chance, 
think that Smith has not. Many New 
Yorkers, and some of the delegates 
and leaders from New York, really 
believe that Smith has a. chance. As 
regards these leaders from outside 
New York who are for Smith, their 
minds have gone through an interest- 
ing and familiar revolution. When 
they first came here and before they 
came, they had no intention or hope 
of naming Smith. Their intention was 
to use him as the spearhead to brerk 
McAdoo’s strength, thus to throw the 
convention into flux, and then to fuse 
it behind some dark horse candidate 
of their own choice. 

After a few days, these western 
Smith leaders underwent a familiar 
transition.

VOICE THAT IMMORTALIZED 


In Glorious Sunset of Power 


A ‘CROSS OF GOLD’ PASSES 


BY THOMAS L. STOKES. 

New York, June 29.—A great po- 
litical figure is passing into the sun- 
set, but he passes bravely, and with 
head held high. 

William Jennings Bryan is a tired, 
old man. For the last time, perhaps, 
he has stood before the assembled 
representatives of his party. Pos- 
sibly for the last time he has raised 
his magic voice in an appeal to that 
party—the voice which swept a con- 
vention into an exalted fervor in 
1896, and made him a national fig- 
ure overnight, and the nominee of 
his party. 3 

Twice since then his party has 
made him its standard bearer. 
Throughout the 28 years since that 
memorable call in ’96 he has taken 
a lead role in its councils. Now he 
passes from the picture, but his head 
is held high, though his shoulders 
droop and his face is lined. 

Farewell Dramatic. 

The farewell bow of Bryan was | 
dramatic—in a way it was pathetic, 
intensely pathef¥c to those veterans 
who have watched his colorful career 
and realized that the Bryan who 
stood before the thousands in Madi- 
son Square Garden and made an ap- 
peal to the delegates not to name the 
Ku Klux Klan in the democratic 
platform lacked the fire of “the Boy 
Orator of the Platte.” 

Significantly, the passing began 
with a prayer—in a close, smoke- 
filled room where the minds of meu 
could not agree, and there was no 
harmony. It ended with an appeal 
before a boisterous, howling mob tor 
a return to the principles of the 


i 


Christian religion. 

“I now introduce to you Mr. Wiil- 
liam Jennings Bryan,” said Chairman 
Walsh. 

His Power Wanes. 

There was a hush over the mam- 
moth hall. The feverish movement 
among anxious delegates was stilled. 
Those on the edge of the crowd moved 
up closer. Bryan: stood before them, 
smiling wearily, but confident and 
audacious as of old. He threw back

to the Prince of Peace. 


Lis powerful head. He began t? 
speak. 

For a while the huge crowd sat 
quietly as Bryan threw himself witn 
his old power into his appeal. Then 
be made a remark that pricked the 
anti-klan delegates. A _ tremendous» 
hissing, like the sound of a million 
snakes, drowned his voice. 

It was quieted down finally. Later, 
intermittently, it arose again. Several 
tumes he had the crowd with him. 
Once when he based his appeal on 
party loyalty, there was prolonged 
cheering. State standards were waved. 
Delegates stood on chair. 

New Cross of Gold. 

“Like the Cross of Gog!’ huh?’ 
one listener said. 

“The old man still has a few tricks 
in his beg,” another remarked. 

Bryan was humorous at one pont, 
telling the delegates that a mention 
of the klan would give the organiza- 
tion too much advertising. This 
brought laughter and applause. 

Then he became the flaming 
preacher, the apostle, throwing into 
kis speech his hatred of Darwinism, 
by the remark that neither sctence 
nor education had, solved the worid 
problems that the party was facing. 
He closed with an appeal to return 
tc the principles of Christian religion, 


As a Weary Warrior.  « 

From a vigorous fighter with an 
economic issue in 1896, free silver, 
Bryan has become the weary warr)or, 
still militant, with religion as his 
appeal as he passes from the political 
stage in 1924. 

Bryan’s part ir this convention, 
hewever, has been no minor one de- 
spite his age and his lost power with 
party leaders. 

The old fire tlared up in the gruel- 
ling session of’ the resolut-ons com- 
riittee, where he rebuked those who 
were insistent on naming the Klan. 
Characteristically, as the heated de- 
bute wore on through the long night, 
it was he who stood up first to lead 
in the Lord’s prayer. 

He had his influence in shaping the 
platform, which he has described as 
the best the arty has ever had 
There were mang of the opinion, too, 
that his appeal to the delegates 
against naming the klan was respon- 
sible for keeping the votes in line 
against the massed sentiment repre: 
sented in the galleries, which he 
scorned with a bit of satire which 
brought tremendcus applause. 

But the old fire was gone. Bryan’s 
werds did not move hig hearers 1% 
they did in 189—or even in 1920 
at San Francisco.

prising that it constitutes news—is 
that _ the line-up this morning 1s 
practically exactiy the same as the 
line-up last Monday morning.

It was clear that 
he had almost twice as many dele- 
sates as his nearest competitor, Smith, 
Because of this supericrity im 
strength, some uf the McAdoo follow- 
ers thought there might be a band 
wagon rush to McAdoo go soon as 
the delegates arrived in New York. 
So far as the McAdoo followers had 
this particular hope, it has not 
turned out. In this sense McAdoo 
has been “held,” but only held. 

McAdoo has iliis morning as many 
net delegates us he had last Monday 
morning. The anti-McAdoo managera 
nibbled a negligible few away from 
him, but McAdvo gained enough tw 
cfiset these. 

Smith, like McAdoo, has as many 
delegates today as he had last Mon- 
day and no more. It is the satty 
with all the darx horses. They eace 
liave as many delegates today as they 
had a week ago end no more. The | 
balloting will begin with a group of 
grimly determined delegates under 
grimly determined \eaders. The very 
fact that. each groyp has stood fast 
against many forms of intimidation, 
nilurements and persuasion makes 
their steadiness iu the balloting the 
more certain. 

About the dramatic fight on tne 
Ku Klux Klan plank Saturday night, 
the writer hopes soon to say some- 
thing with sufficient completeness tv 
enable the distant reader to under- 
stand it as fully as those of us who 
saw-it at close.range. It can hard- 
ly be done tn the hurry of today, and 
at a time when all eyes are focused 
on today’s balloting. But it is im- 
portant that it should be done some- 
time. It needs to be done with care, 
in order to distribute justice, and es- 
pecially to avoid injustice. 

Little Rancor Among Delegates. 

For the present, however, some 
brief things can be said. One 1s 
that there was but little rancor 
among the 1,098 delegates. ‘There 
was much noisy demonstration among 
the spectators in the gallery, but not 
among the delegates themselves. The 
writer has seen few episodes in politi- 
cal history so creditable to ail ex- 
cept a very few of the participants, 
as the way this convention went, 
without violence or other unseemli- 
ness, through a controversy which 
superficially seemed to contain the 
elements of religious controversy, but 
actually did not. The widely antict- 
pated possibilities of violence and 
rioting did not eventuate. 

This convention was no more yio- 
lent and did not go any further be- 
yond the limits of permissible excite- 
ment than other conventions the 
writer has seer, display over questions 
about Prohibition or the league of 
nations or other controversies within 
ordinary economic fields or in other 
fields of argument. 

The next thing to be said is that the 
American people can reasonably be as 
immune from unnecessary rancor over 
this episode as the delegates them- 
selves were. As soon as there is time 
for a careful accurate narrative and 
analysis’ of just what happened from 
the beginning to the end, the Amert- 
can people will realize that there is 
no occasion whatever for members of 
one religious group to feel rancorous 
toward members of another religious 
group. On the contrary, if resent- 
ment there must be, let all the people 
unite in their resentment against a 
very small number of politicians, 

Smith Crowd Not Responsible. 

Just who they were can be made 
clear in due course. They were not 
the New York friends of Governor 
Smith, On the contrary, Governor 
Smith and the leading New York poli- 
ticlans behind him tried admirably to 
manage this situation so as not to ip- 
flame it. Leadng Catholics did the 
same; leading Jews did the same; 
leading Protestants did the same. The 
things that made progress Saturday 
was not religious rancor, but rather 
the spirit of religious tolerance, prac- 
ticed under most difficult circum- 
stances.’ For this reason, so soon as 
it is understood, the writer believes 
that religion as an issue in the cam- 
— can be avoided.

Liquor Chief Cause. 
Nevertheless, the writer feels like 
Saying that if the American people 
must be rancorous about what hap- 
pened yesterday, let them be ran- 
corous, not at each other, but rather 
let them unite in rancor against the 
objects ihat deserve their rancor. 
These objects include liquor. They 
include a few politicians, but not all. 
And let no one forget that they in- 
clude those Ku Klux Klan potentates 
who in so:ne states have achieved po- 
litical power and as such have shown 
themselves to be bosses of the most 
odious type, practicing proscription, 
boeyeotting and intolerance in addi- 
tion to the other characteristics of 
the older type of political bosses. 
Some of what was: precipitated here 
had its background in old liquor po- 
litical fights 
the country. 

However, ali of these must await 
zreat space and leisure. The thing 
to be emphasized is that in the midst 
of the fight on Saturday, and in the 
aftermath on Sunday, the conspic- 
uous thing was the tolerance and 
good feeling. On Sunday those who 
voted one way were praising the 
speeches of those who spoke on the 
other side, and vice versa.

We shall 
go forward with them now as before 
with the same sympathetic coopera- 
tion in the task of choosing a candi- 
date who can win,” 

In another statement Mr. Roosevelt 
declared a democratic victory in No- 
vember could not be achieved unless 
the standard bearer for the party is 
“thoroughly known to and trusted by 
the great mass of republican and in- 
dependent voters as well as by demo- 
cratic yoters.” Reciting past victories 
by the governor in his own state, Mr. 
Roosevelt declared the Empire state 
could not be won unless the demo- 
cratic candidate was strong enough 
to overcome the normal republican 
majority. 

Position Same in All. 

“If we turn to other pivotal states, 
the real battleground of the coming 
campaign, we see the same situation,” 
Mr. Roosevelt said. ‘“‘Smith’s posi- 
tical in New Jersey is practically iden- 
tical with his position in New York. 
He is just as well known and just 
as well liked. The same is true of 
Connecticut and it is significant that 
the skilled and trained democratic 
leaders in other pivotal states regard 
Smith as the man who can carry their 
states. The Illinois and Ohio lead- 
ers express confidence that he can 
carry their states. Massachusetts is 
ranged behind him for the same rea- 
son. Delaware, New Hapmshire and 
Maryland are similarly situated and 
in many of the western states such 
as Nebraska.

eran Christians, hold, that for us as 
a church to pass upon an act for 
the declaration of war would be an 
invasion upon the prorogatives be- 
longing solely to the state, would be, 
in other words, a mixture of church 
and state. 

“The one and only purpose of the 
church is the salvation of souls 
through the preaching of the gospel 
of Jesus Christ. the Savior of the 
world, let it abide by this biggest of 
all tasks, meanwhile exerting its 
wholesome influence toward the pro- 
motion of civic righteousness and 
peace throughout the world and ready 
and willing at all times to serve God 
and country.” 

“We regard the issue -raised ond 
tween fundamentalism and modern- 
ism as a conflict between truth and 
falsehood, light and ‘darkness, right- 
eousness and sin,” the other resolu- 
tion declared. “It is not a question 
of more light on an old subject, but 
less faith in the old established truths. 
We accept the holy Bible as the ver- 
hally inspired word of God: we he- 
lieve Christ to he the ‘true’ God, be- 
gotten of the father from eternity. and 
also true man, born of the Virgin 
Mary; and we stand for the preach- 
ing of the crucified and risen Savior 
as the only hope for sinful hu- 
manity.”

Cordon of Police in Arena. 

Extra details of police were put on 
duty, however. so that a solid ring of 
bluecoats, standing shoulder to shoul- 
der, encircled the arena between the 
seats of the delegates and the gal- 
leries that slope up on all sides like 
the edges of a platter. More officers 
were placed in the aisles of the dele- 
gate enclosure itself, and at opposite 
ends of the Garden solid companies 
of policemen stood in ranks ready 
for whatever might require their at- 
tention.

Because of the confusion and the 
closeness of the result Chairman 
Walsh directed the secretary to re 
capitulate the result by states, again 
the totals for a half dozen states 
were challenged, and the delegationa 
polled. Delegates in several parte 
of the hall contested for recognitiou 
at the same time and screamed to 
make themselyes heard above the un- 
roar in an effort to change their votes. 
One of those who changed was George 
White, of Ohio, thairman of the demo- 
cratic national committee during the 
1920 campaign.

Hundreds of physicians, nurses 
and citizens worked all night in hos- 
pitals, schools and churches that had 
been made into emergency stations 
for first aid. 

The Red Cross’ rushed food and 
medical supplies from Cleveland and 
equipment and food for breakfast 
for 2,000 was in Lorain by dawn. 

Vivid eyewitness stories told of 
the horror that followed the vicious 
attack of nature. Death struck hap- 
hazardly while the tornado ripped 
down large buildings; entire families 
were wiped out, others were separat- 
ed as some members lay in death and 
the rest groped frantically in the 
dark for their Jost loved ones, 

Three Disasters in Lorain. 

Three principal disasters were re- 
ported from Lorain. At least a 
score, and perhaps many more, were 
crushed to death with the collapse 
of the State theater. About 200 per- 
sons bathing at the Municipal beach 
rushed to the bath houses when the 
storm broke. Many were rushing to 
death. The building was flattened 
down upon them and a great tidal 
wave swept in, drowning scores whe 
were. trapped in the wreckage. Then. 
the freightter Henry Ford II. broke 
her moorings and crashed down upon 
and demolished a bridge, hurling 
many into the lake’ either to be 
drowned or dashed to death against 
the rocks in the raging waters. 

These were the major. catas- 
trophes, but S00 or 400 residences 
were destroyed and an unknown 
viumber of pedestrians killed in the 
cewntown section. The police esti- 
mate that nearly 5,000 are homeiess. 

Many Bodies In Wreckage. 

Andrew Wargo, stage manager of 
the State theater, insists that mauy 
bodies are still in the wreckage, and

COLIC ASIDE. WHAT'S — 
INDIGESTION? 

This habit of explaining diseases 
by declaring there “ain’t no sech 
animile” is growing on me. I must 
be careful or I won't have any dis- 
eases left to talk about. Well, come 
to think of it, that would be fine. 
if there’s anytking I hate to talk 
about it is a disense. I would much 
prefer to talk about health cnly. But 
in spite of my best wishes in the 
matter some darn disease creeps in 


something about it, just so that peo- 
ple will not think I am too facetious. 
You see there are a lot of folks in 
the world who think it is undigni- 
fied and imprepe: for a doctor to 
talk about anything but disease. 
Health is a cheerful, happy sort of 
subject and a doctor should care: 
filly avoid it. Doctors, as Dr, Rob- 
ert T. Morris said of surgeons, should 
take life seriously—if at all. I sup- 
}ose We should save it that way, too, 
but somehow I can’t feel so very 
gioomy about it. 

People never have indigestion any 
more, except in newspaper yarns 
aheut the mystericus ills of the great 
aud the near great. Once upon a 
time people had indigestion quite 
seriously, however. ‘ That was before 
tLe surgeons began taking life seri- 
ously, Today we know, those of us 
who have survived the modern or 
exploratory era of surgery, that what 
we used to mistake for indigestion 
Was in reality appendicitis or gail- 
stcnes or duodenal uleer or some 
such condition. 

Babies are people. They shoul! 
never have indigestion. As a matter 
ot fact, which I did not intend to 
assert in the uffirmative mode, but 
only to suggest ir the interrogative, 
bubies never Jo heve indigestion any 
mcre. They cry and probably suffer 
ciscomfort or distress in various ways 
vhen they do not receive the righ* 
hind of feeding, for one of the most 
Precious instincts of the human youns 
lg that of self-preservation, and a 
taby knows iustinctively when his 
rutrition is faulty and expresses his 
dissatisfaction as well as be can. 
_The last of the common observa- 
tions upen which the notion of indi- 
sestion rested wos the frequent co- 
lncidence of large tough curds of un- 
digested protein with excessive cry- 
ing, peevishness and failure to gain 
in weight. In crder to make this 
sign good it was necessary to ignore 
the equally freuuent observation of 
sich large curds in the stools of 
perfectly normal irfants. 

A baby’s digestion is a wonder- 
fully coordinated group of functions, 
largely self-regulating or automatic 
and not easily upset or derangel.

NEW CODE OF HONOR 


IS NEED OF SCHOOLS; 


Washington, June 29.—Thousands 
of delegates from every state in the 
union arrived here today for open- 
ing sessions of the National Educa- 
tion association’s convention. 

Payson Smith, state commissioner 
of education of Massachusetts, ad- 
dressed delegates this afternoon from 
the capitol steps. He warned against 
i discriminating distinctions, asserting 
that the public schools ‘“‘must train 
the youth to understand that democ- 
racy cannot be served through any 
instrumentality or agency that seeks 
te array class against class, group 
against group, the people of one creed 
against the people of another, or citi- 
zens of one racial derivation against 
citizens of another.” 

In a speech tonight Leon W. Go!d- 
rich, of New York, declared the pub- 
lic schools cannot teach different 
denominational rituals or creeds, and 
never should emphasize differences of 
race, color or religion. Teaching of 
“business morals” in schools was ad- 
vocated by William B. Forbush, also 
of New York, who asserted that while 
the average schoolboy is not deliber- 
ately dishonest, “his motto is ‘any- 
thing to get by.’ He has adopted the 
political rather than the business 
standard as his code.” 


Public schools should be transform- 5 


ed into character developing institu- 
tions, said Professor Edwin D. Star- 
buck. of the University of Iowa: 
“The future of humanity, the des- 

tiny of nations, the direction of hu- 
man progress, are in the hands, not 
so much of makers of law or captains 
of industry as of the teachers who 
are shaping the citizenry of the 
world,” he said.
